The Pennsylvania Law to Take Effect 


011 July 1. 


Harrisburg, June 16.—Governor Hast- 


ings yesterday signd the Campbell bill 
Imposing a tax of 3 cents a day on all 
employed 
unnaturalized 
foreigners. 


The tax is to be deducted from the 
wages of this class, beginning July 1 
next. The bill will put about $1.000,000 
a year into the treasuries of the vari- 
ous counties of the state. One half 
goes to the school fund, on the basis 
of the number of schools, and the bal- 
ance for the general expenses of the 
counties. 
This proposition was first 
| introduced in the house by Mr. Camp- 


bell, of Fayette, in 1889, and he has 
since been working to have it become 
a. law. 


The governor returned to the hour-e 


without his approval a bill making it 
lawful to erect and maintain fence? 
constructed in whole or in part 
01 


wire along public roads and between 
adjoining lands. His objection to the 
measure is that it Is indefinite in itt 
description of the character of the 
fence and. inadequate in all Its pro- 
visions. The executive also states that 
the bill would likely lead to great con- 
fusion in the fence laws and cause 
much expensive litigation. 


The house was thrown into a state 


of great excitement last night by Mr. 
Conficll, of Lackawanna, moving tc 
discharge the ways and means com- 
mittee frctn further consideration of 
the Bliss horizontal tax bill. The 
speaker ruled the motion out of order, 
whereupon Mr. Connell moved to sus- 
pend the rules. Mr. Scott, of Philadel- 
phia, called for a division of the ques- 
tion and the motion to suspend was 
defeated by 39 yeas to 106 nays. 


The house killed the bicycle bill by 


63 yeas to 70 nays. The measure levied 
a tax of $1 a year on pleasure carriages, 
tricycles and bicycles not equipped 
witlrpneumatlc tires, and $3 on traction 
engines. The money was to have been 
applied for road purposes. Mr. Bald- 
win, 
of Delaware, who had the bill in 


charge, said it would .produce between 
$600,000 and $700.000 revenue annually. 


Harrisburg, June 16.—The house put 


itself on record last night in favor of 
a tax on beer by adopting a resolu- 
tion introduced by Mr. Wilson, of Ly- 
coming, urging the speedy passage of 
the Bliss bills. The resolution urges 
the senate "to give the Bliss bills 
preference over other revenue bills now 
pending in the senate, thereby sparing 
the people of this commonwealth from 
paying a tax upon the necessities of 
life and the product of their industry." 


COWARDLY* DYNAMITER 


Endeavors to Assassinate President 
Fanre, of France. 


Paris, June 14.— An attempt was 


made yesterday to assassinate Felix 
Paure, president of the French repub- 
lic, while he was en route to J.ong 
Champs to witness the Grand Prix. 
While M. Faure's carriage was pass- 
Ing a thicket near La Cascade restau- 
rant, in the Bois de Bolougne, a bomb, 
which subsequently proved to be a 
piece of tubing about six inches long 
and two inches in diameter, with a 
thickness of half an inch, charged with 
powder and swan shot, exploded. 


No one was injured by the explo- 


sion. A man In the crowd, suspected 
ae the prime mover, was arrested. He 
gave his name as Gal let, and made 
only the briefest replies to questions 
put to him by the police. Gallet said 
that he bad no occupation, but resided 
at Levallols-Perret. The police are 
making a thorough search of his lodg- 
ings. He is believed to be Insane, for 
he shouted as the carriage passed along 
so loudly as to attract general atten- 
tion in the crowd. The police have also 
made another arrest, in this case a 
youth, but it is thought probable that 
the actual culprit escaped in the 
thicket, 


The horses attached to M. Faure's 


carriage reared wildly at the explos- 
ion. but were whipped on by Mor.t- 
Jarret's vigorous . arm. Roust eaux, the 
detective who Is always with the presi- 
dent, rushed forward and grappled with 
a man. but was Immediately set upon 
by a. half dozen persons In the crowd. 
prolviWy accomplices of the would-be 
assassin. The crowd mistook the de- 
tective for an anarchist, and were 
about to lynch him. He was beaten, 
kiek^. spat upon and not rescued by 
the police until bJeedinc and uncon- 
scious from a terrible beating.

Barnato was an English Jew, and 


illustrated in an extraordinary way the 
financial genius of his race. Up to the 
point where his fortunes began to de- 
cline he made money by leaps and 
bounds, and in 1895, when his good 
fortune was at its zenith, it was esti- 
mated that he controlled interests 
worth in the neighborhood of £100,- 
000,000. It was the fashion to call him 
the richest man in the world. At that 
time he was virtually the king of the 
London money market.

SUGAR SCHEDULE COMPLETED. 
Anti-Trust Amendment Defeated and 


Three Others Presented. 


Washington, June 16.—The senate 


made a. great stride forward yesterday 
by completing the consideration of the 
sugar schedule of the tariff bill, except 
the provision relating to Hawaii, which 
went over. 
This schedule has been 


the storm center of the entire bill, and 
with it disposed of there is better pros- 
pect for speedy action on the bill as a 
whole. 
As agreed to, the schedule 


places on sugar not above No. * , 
Dutch standard, 1 cent per pound and 
.03 of a cent, for every degree above 
75; and on sugars above No. 16 Dutch 
standard 1.95 cents per pound. But on 
sugar testing below 78 degrees by the 
polariscope .1 cent per pound shall be 
deducted. The other provisions of the 
schedule relate to maple sugar, maple 
syrup, candy, etc. 


Only one yea and nay vote was taken 


during the day, on the amendment of 
Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, to make 
the rate 1.8 cent per pound on sugar 
above No. 16 DuU-h standard. 
The 


amendment was defeated, 32 to 35. 


The Pettigrew •• amendment relating 


to trusts was then taken up and dis- 
cussed at length. It developed cpn- 
siderable divergences of view on both 
sides of the chamber, 'the two Ala- 
bama senators, Messrs. Morgan and 
Pettus. joining Mr. Hoar in opposition. 
Mr. Allison finally tested the sense of 
the senate by moving to table the 
amendment, which motion prevailed 
by a vote of 35 to 32, two Democrats. 
Morgan and McEnery, voting with the 
Republicans to table, and thus turn- 
Ing the scale against the amendment. 


Three other anti-trust amendments 


were immediately presented by Sena- 
tors Pettigrew, Chilton and Pasco. 


Shipping: Alcohol to Japan.

TAXATION OF ALIENS. 


The Pennsylvania Law to Take Klfoot 
s 
011 July 1. 


! 
Harrisburg, June 16.—Governor Hast­ 
ings yesterday signd the Campbell bill 
Imposing a tax of 3 cents a day on all 
employed 
unnaturalized 
foreigners. 
The tax is to be deducted from the 
wages of this class, beginning July 1 
next. The bill will put about $1,000,000 
a year into the treasuries of the vari­ 
ous counties of the state. 
One half 
goes to the school fund, on the basis 
of the number of schools, and the bal­ 
ance for tho general expenses of the 
counties. 
This proposition was first 
introduced in the house by Mr. Camp­ 
bell, of Fayette, in 1889, and he has 
since been working to have it become 
a law. 


The governor returned to the hou^e 
without his approval a bill making it 
lawful to erect and maintain fences 
constructed in whole or in part 
of 
wire along public roads and between 
adjoining lands. Ills objection to the 
measure is that it is indefinite in its 
description of the character of the 
fence and inadequate in all its pro­ 
visions. The executive also states that 
the bill would likely lead to great con­ 
fusion in the fence laws and causo 
much expensive litigation. 


The house was thrown into a state 
of great excitement last night by Mr. 
Connell, of Lackawanna, moving to 
discharge the ways and means com­ 
mittee from further consideration oi 
the 
Bliss horizontal 
tax 
bill. 
The 
speaker ruled the motion out of order, 
whereupon Mr. Connell moved to sus­ 
pend the rules. Mr. Scott, of Philadel­ 
phia, called for a division of the ques­ 
tion and the motion to suspend was 
defeated by 39 yeas to 106 nays. 


The house killed the bicycle bill by 
63 yeas to 70 nays. The measure levied 
a tax of $1 a year on pleasure carriages, 
tricycles and bicycles not equipped 
witlrpneunmtic tires, and $3 on traction 
engines. The money was to have been 
applied for road purposes. Mr. Bald­ 
win, of Delaware, who had the bill in 
charge, said it would .produce between 
$600,000 and $700.000 revenue annually. 


Harrisburg, June 15.—The house put 
Itself on record last night in favor oi 
a tax on beer by adopting a resolu­ 
tion introduced by Mr. Wilson, of Ly­ 
coming, urging the speedy passage oi 
the Bliss bills. 
The resolution urges 
the senate “to give 
the Bliss 
bills 
preference over other revenue bills now 
pending in the senate, thereby sparing 
the people of this commonwealth from 
paying a tax upon the necessities oi 
life and the product of their industry.”

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Endeavors to Assassinate President 
Fatiro, of Franco. 


Paris, June 14.—An attempt was 
made yesterday to assassinate Felix 
Faure, president of the French repub­ 
lic, while he was en route to .Long 
Champs to witness the Grand Prix. 
While M. Faure’s carriage was pass­ 
ing a thicket near La Cascade restau­ 
rant, in the Bois de Bolougne, a bomb, 
which subsequently proved to be a 
piece of tubing about six inches long 
and two inches in diameter, with a 
thickness of half an inch, charged with 
powder and swan shot, exploded. 


No one was injured by the explo­ 
sion. A man in the crowd, suspected 
as the prime mover, was arrested. He 
gave his name as Gallet, and made 
only the briefest replies to questions 
put to him by the police. Gallet said 
that he had no occupation, but resided 
at Levallois-Perret, 
The police are 
making a thorough search of his lodg­ 
ings. He is believed to be insane, for 
he shouted as the carriage passed along 
so loudly as to attract general atten­ 
tion in the crowd. The police have also 
made another arrest, in this case a 
youth, but it is thought probable that 
the actual 
culprit escaped 
in 
the 
thicket. 


The horses attached to M. Faure's 
carriage reared wildly at the explos­ 
ion, but were whipped on by Mont- 
jarret’s vigorous arm. Rousteaux, the 
detective who is always with the presi­ 
dent, rushed forward and grappled with 
a man, but was immediately set upon 
by a half dozen persons in the crowd, 
probably accomplices of the would-be 
assassin. The crowd mistook the de­ 
tective for an anarchist, and were 
about to lynch him. He was beaten, 
kicked, spat upon and not rescued by 
the police until pleeding and uncon­ 
scious from a terrible beating. 


Tho Elusive* Dauntless. 


Tampa, Fla., June 16.—A vessel sup­ 
posed to be the Dauntless came into 
Hillsborough bay Monday night and 
took on a cargo of arms and ammuni­ 
tion fiom a schooner lying at anchor 
off the mouth of the Alafia river and 
then sailed away. A report wad sent 
out Monday that the Dauntless had 
sailed for Key West with an expedi­ 
tion. It was circulated by those in­ 
terested to throw the oiiicers off thur 
guard, and the Dauntless came in at 
night and 
got her cargo. 
Tho two 
boats were tied up until about 11 
o’clock, and in the moonlight could be 
plainly seen from the river front.

These have been Cecil Rhodes 
and Barnett Isaacs, more often and 
less respectfully styled Barney. 
Bar­ 
nato was an assumed name, a sort of 
stage name, -for he began his life in 
South Africa by exhibiting a trick don­ 
key some 25 years ago. He was then 
about 20 years of age. 


Barnato was an English Jew, and 
Illustrated in an extraordinary way the 
financial genius of his race. Up to the 
point where his fortunes began to de­ 
cline he made money by leaps and 
bounds, and in 18U5, when his good 
fortune was at its zenith, it was esti­ 
mated 
that 
he 
controlled interests 
worth in the neighborhood of £100,- 
000,000. It was the fashion to call him 
the richest man in the world. At that 
time he was virtually the king of the 
London money market. 


Immigrant Station Dostroyed by Fire, 
New York, 
June 
15.—The 
United 
States government immigrant station 
on Ellis Island, in New York harbor, 
was destroyed by fire this morning, 
but with probably no loss of life. The 
fire was first seen at 12:38 a. m. by the 
lookout from the harbor police station. 
The lire spread rapidly, and in four 
hours all the buildings wen* destroyed, 
together with- the valuable records of 
immigration. All the immigrants were 
safely landed in this city, minus their 
personal 
belongings, 
which 
were 
burned.

SUGAR SCHEDULE COMPLETED. 


Anti-Trust Amendment Defeated and 
Three Others Presented. 


Washington, 
June 16.—The senate 
made a great stride forward yesterday 
by completing the consideration of the 
sugar schedule of the tariff bill, except 
the provision relating to Hawaii, which 
went over. 
This schedule has been 
the storm center of the entire bill, and 
with it disposed of there is better pros­ 
pect for speedy action on the bill as a 
whole. 
As agreed to, the schedule 
places on sugar not above No. ^ , 
Dutch standard, 1 cent per pound and 
.03 of a cent, for every degree above 
75; and on sugars above No. 16 Dutch 
standard 1.95 cents per pound. But on 
sugar testing below 78 degrees by the 
polariscope .1 cent per pound shall be 
deducted. The other provisions of the 
schedule relate to maple sugar, maple 
syrup, candy, etc. 


Only one yea and nay vote was taken 
during the day, on the amendment of 
Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, to make 
the rate 1.8 cent per pound on sugar 
above No. 16 Dut^h standard. 
The 
amendment was defeated, 32 to 35. 


The Pettigrew-amendment relating 
to trusts was then taken up and dis­ 
cussed at length. 
It developed con­ 
siderable divergences of view on both 
sides of the chamber, *the two Ala­ 
bama senators, Messrs. Morgan and 
Pettus, joining Mr. Hoar In opposition. 
Mr. Allison finally tested the sense of 
the senate by moving to table the 
amendment, which motion prevailed 
by a vote of 35 to 32, two Democrats, 
Morgan and McEnery, voting with the 
Republicans to table, and thus turn­ 
ing the scale against the amendment. 


Three other anti-trust amendments 
were Immediately presented by Sena­ 
tors Pettigrew, Chilton and Pasco. 
. II 
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Shipping Alcohol to Japan. 


San Francisco, June 16.—Alcohol is 
now being shipped to Japan under cir­ 
cumstances which promise that the 
American article will be able to come 
into profitable competition with the 
German product. 
The latter has al­ 
most a monopoly of the trade, as with 
the advantages of an export bounty it 
has been laid down at rates that could 
not be met by the makers of Ameri­ 
can corn spirits. 
Recently, however, 
reduced transportation rates have been 
obtained, making it possible to ship 
alcohol to Yokohama from Peoria at 
a profit. It is expected the trade will 
amount to millions annua!lv. 
Four 
carloads have already been sent. 


Tin Plate Workers Will fitrlke, 
Pittsburg, June 16.—A strike in the 
tin plate industry seems certain, and 
the conference on the wage scale ar­ 
ranged for this afternoon is not likely 
to accomplish anything tending to a 
settlement, as both sides are firm and 
assert that no concessions will be 
made. 
There are 39 tin plate plants 
in the United States. The total num­ 
ber of skilled workmen employed in 
the industry is 2,317, of whom 375 are 
non-umon me n. The number of cock­ 
ers outside of tonnage men employed 
at tin plate plants is 6,205, and a strike 
for the new wage scale will throw 
about 8,000 people out of employment 


The [Netherlands Elections. 


Amsterdam, June 16.—The results of 
the election to the second chamber of 
the states general of the Netherlands 
are, so far as known, the return of 20 
Catholics, 22 Liberals and 33 Orthodox 
Protestants. At least <5 second bal- 
lotings will be necessary. 


Now York’s Victorious Tailors. 


New York, June IS.—1There was a 
rush of clothing contractors yesterday 
to settle with the striking tailors. 
Thirty contractors opened thtir shops, 
and 200 tailor* went to work in them. 
All but 3,5 o of the burning tailors hi. ve 
returned to Mork, and it is expected 
that all the contractors will Vn d be­ 
fore next week.

The diggers had been receiving 00 cents 
a ton until two weeks ago, when the 
rate was cut to 51 cents.

were ail paid in full and discharged, 
but were told they could have work 
at any time at the 51 cent rate. The 
miners at Fayette City are also on 
fltrikq against wage reduction.

The plants from the islands are infest- 
ed with the red wax scale, an insect 
pest which is much to be apprehended 
particularly in a State like this, de- 
voted to horticulture. The sentimen- 
tal ideas of travelers may be inter- 
ferred with by destroying these flower 
wreaths, which are presented to them 
by their friends when they sail from 
Honolulu; but the horticultural inter- 
ests of the State are of more import- 
ance than travelers' sentiment. It be- 
hooves the United States authorities 
to be careful concerning the admission 
of the fauna and- flora of other coun- 
tries to our ports. When man begins 
to interfere with nature, he sometimes 
plays havoc. Five or six years ago » 
traveling Floridian brought home from 
Central America a pretty -water plant. 
Its growth in its new environment was 
simply marvelous, and in the last two 
years the authorities have had to spend 
thousands of dollars in cutting it away 
from the rivers, where it had made 
navigation impossible. The sentimen- 
tal English colonist who, thinking of 
the bunnies of his childhood's home, 
imported a few rabbits into Australia, 
little thought that in the course of less 
than a generation they would increase 
to millions and almost destroy the use- 
ful vegetation of a vast country. So 
with the mongoose that has been 
brought into this port several times, 
but, we are glad to say, has always 
been destroyed by the customs au- 
thorities. 
Its importation into the 


West Indies was a failure. 
There, 


after it had killed the field-rats which 
preyed upon the sugar-cane, it turned 
Us attention to other and useful ani- 
mals, and finally began destroying all 
tie domestic poultry.

I sunned and 
aired them well, but still occasionally 
this brackish taste; and I read about 
boiling borax water in my coffee pot 
twice a week for fifteen minutes, and 
tried it faithfutly, and I have never 
had a particle of trouble since. 


I keep two coffee pots, and sun and 


air one, while using the other. The 
borax boiling seems to sweeten and 
purify the pot and hence no more bad 
taste about the coffee. 
One must buy 


the best Java and mocha, and mix it 
half; then if you buy it parched, heat 
it in a pan before grinding it every 
time, and put a dessert spoon full 
to 
every cup, and 
a 
cup of 


water to each person, with one cup 
over for boiling. 
You will have a cup 


that will cheer and send the pater 
familias away to make money for you 
cheerfully and gladly. 


There 
are many reasons why we

Recipes.' 


Sponge Biscuit—Cut stale sponge 


cake into strips two inches wide and 
one inch square'; place on pan in hot 
oven and brown quickly. Serve warm. 


French Soup—Take two eggs, one 


teaspoonful flour and one-half cupful 
milk and beat together. 
Pour slowly 


through a small sieve into a quart of 
boiling, seasoned broth; add a little 
chopped parsley and serve. 


Spoon Crullers—Two tablespoonfuls 


each of shortening, sugar and milk, 
two eggs well beaten, one teaspoonful 
of baking powder and just flour enough 
to roll out. Fry in hot lard like 
doughnuts; cut in any shape desired. 


Kice a la Pologne—Chop finely one 


onion and fry in four ounces of butter; 
add half a pound of boiled rice (salted 
in the boiling), seasoned with a salt- 
spoonful of pepper and four ounces of 
shredded ham. Fry all together until 
hot. 


German Toast—Beat four eggs to a 


froth; add four tablespoonfuls of milk 
and lay in the mixtures five slices of 
stale bread; let them lie an hour, or 
until they have absorbed all the liquid 
and are soaked through and through. 
Baise carefully on a pancake turner 
and lay in sizzling hot butter, and 
brown on both sides. 


Eggs en Caisse—Take two table- 


spoonfuls of butter and mis with four 
tablespoonfuls of stale bread crumbs, 
one tablespoonful of chopped 'parsley, 
saltspoonful of salt and two shakes of 
black pepper. 
Butter small paper 


cases or pate pans, spread in a layer of 
the above mixture, break an egg into 
each case, cover it with bread crumbs; 
put the cases on a baking plate and set 
in the oven four or five minutes. 


Bhubarb Meringue -Pour boiling 


water over three cnpfuls of chopped 
rhubarb, drain off the rhubarb after 
four or five minutes, and mix with the 
rhubarb one and one half cnpfuls of 
sugar, the beaten yolks of two eggs, a 
tablespoonfnl of butter and one and 
one-half of flour, moistening the whole 
with one-third capful of water. 
Bake 


in a pudding dish and cover with a 
meringue of the whites of the eggs and 
four tablespoonfuls of sngar, browning 
slightly in the oven. 


Potato Flummery Boil six medium- 


sized potatoes in a long-handled sauce- 
pan for half an hour. 
Drain and set 


for a moment on a hot part of the 
range; then add a teaspooufnl of salt, 
and, grasping the handle of the pan 
firmly, shake and toss until the pota- 
toes look white and floury. Add one- 
half cup hot milk, a tablespoonful of 
butter, and whip briskly. Lastly, add 
beaten whites of two eggs; beat again, 
and bake delicately brown in a hot 
oven, piled in an open dish.

Volley in Hit* 


The queerest of all queer-eyed ani- 


mals has now been found. It is the 
Periophthalmus, a lish inhabiting the 
coasts of China, Japan, India, the 
Malnyan 
Arcliipelugo 
uud Eastern 


Africa. 


This strange creature, when in pur- 


suit of its prey, leiives the t-ea and 
comes out on the sands, thus existing 
for the greater portion of its life in aii 
element which, according to the nature 
of things, ought to be fatal to it. 
The 


laws of evolution have, however, emi- 
nently prepared it for its peculiar 
mode of life. 
Its gill cavities are so 


large that when it abandons the sea it 
carries in them a quantity of water 
which yields up the necessary supply 
of oxygen. 


Its locomotion has been provided for 


likewise, for continued use along cer- 
tain lines has so developed its pectoral 
fins that the creature uses them as legs, 
and jumps along at a surprising rate of 
speed. 
Its eyes are very large and 


prominent, and possess, for a fish, 
the peculiar faculty oi' looking around 
on all sides; hence its name Perioph- 
thalmus. These eyes are situated on 
top of the animal's head, and present a 
very grotesque appearance. 


The favorite food of this fish, says 


the Medical Becord, is a naked mol- 
lusk called Onchidium. And, in the 
matter of eyes, this last-mentioned 
creature is itself worthy of remark. 


Its cephalic or head eyes are like 


those other mollusks, and not worthy 
of special mention. 
But its dorsal 


eyes, sometimes several hundred in 
number, ore truly remarkable. These 
dorsal eyes, although they are very 
simple in structure, in type are the 
same as those of vertebrate animals, 
having corneae, lenses, retinae and 
"blind spots." In the vertebrate eye 
the spot where the optic nerve pierces 
the external layer of the retina is sight- 
less; hence it is called the "blind 
spot." 


When this mollusk sees the Perioph- 


thalmus bounding over the Bands it 
contracts a thousand or so of little 
bladder-like cells in the skin of its 
back, thereby discharging a hail storm 
of minute concretiong^in the face of its 
enemy! 


The fish, terrified_and amazed by 


the volley, turns aside, and the mol- 
lusk is saved. Thus its dorsal eyes 
are of great advantage to the Onchidi- 
um. It is not. able, like the Perioph- 
thalmus, to move these eyes, yet, situ- 
ated as they are all over its back, it 
possesses the power of seeing in every 
direction. — New York Journal 


Different Name* of Waves. 


They have curiously different names 


for waves about the coast of Great 
Britain, The Peterhead folk call the 
large breakers that fall with a crash 
on the beach by the grim name ' 'Norr- 
awa (Norway) carpenters." On the 
low Lincolnshire coast, as on the 
southwestern Atlantic fronting shore 
of these islands, the grandly long un- 
broken waves are known as ' 'rollers." 
Among East Anglians a heavy surf, 
tiimbling in with an offshore wind, or 
in a calm, is called by the expressive 
name of a "slog;" while awell-marked 
swell, rolling in independently of any 
blowing, is called a "home." "There 
is no wind," a Suffolk fisherman will 
say, "but a nasty home on the beach." 
Suffolk men also speak of the "bark" 
of the surf, and a sea covered with 
foam is spoken of as "feather white." 
The foam itself is known as "spoon 
drift." So, in the vernacular, we have 
it: "The sea was all a feather white 
with spoon drift."—New York Marino 
Journal.

Most of men drink it for 
breakfast, aud I have often heard them 
say “if only I can get a good cup of 
coffee I ’m all right for my work, in 
fact, all day, but a murky, weak, in­ 
sipid cup of coffee sjDoils the best of 
breakfasts.” 


Having had coffee drinkers and good 
judges of the beverage, and loving it 
myself, I have left nothing undone to 
find out the trouble when it was in­ 
different. 
Sometimes with the very 
same coffee, and that of the best, it 
would have a peculiar taste, unpalata­ 
ble. 
I would change coffee pots; this 
would help for a while, 
I sunned and 
aired them well, but still occasionally 
this brackish taste; and I read about 
boiling borax water in my coffee pot 
twice a week for fifteen minutes, and 
tried it faithfutly, aud I have never 
had a particle of trouble since. 


I keep two coffee pots, and sun and 
aix* one, while using the other. 
The 
borax boiling seems to sweeten and 
purify the pot and hence 110 more bad 
taste about the coffee. 
One must buy 
the best java and mocha, and mix it 
half; then if you buy it parched, heat 
it in a pan before grinding it every 
time, and 
put a dessert spoon full 
to 
every 
cup, 
and 
a 
cup 
of 
water to each person, with one cup 
over for boiling. 
You will have a cup 
that will cheer and send the pater 
familias away to make money for you 
cheerfully and gladly. 


There 
are many reasons why we 
should send our dear ones away in the 
morning cheerful, and with a feeling 
of love and tenderness, for they may 
never come back again. 
I have always 
been unhappy when I let my husband 
go off without a good-by or a parting 
look.

Kecipe*. * 


Sponge Biscuit—Cut stale sponge 
cake into strips two inches wide and 
one inch square; place on pan in hot 
oven and brown quickly. Serve warm. 


French Soup—Take two eggs, one 
teaspoonful flour and one-half cupful 
milk and beat together. 
Pour slowly 
through a small sieve into a quart of 
boiling, seasoned broth; add a little 
chopped parsley and serve. 


Spoon Crullers—Two tablespoonfuls 
each of shortening, sugar and milk, 
two eggs well beaten, one teaspoonful 
of baking powder and just flour enough 
to roll out. 
Fry in hot lard like 
doughnuts; cut in any shape desired. 


Bice a la Pologne—Chop finely one 
onion and fry in four ounces of butter; 
add half a pound of boiled rice (salted 
in the boiling), seasoned with a salt- 
spoonful of pepper and four ounces of 
shredded ham. 
Fry all together until 
hot, 


German Toast—Beat four eggs to a 
froth; add four tablespoonfuls of milk 
and lay in the mixtures five slices of 
stale bread; let them lie an hour, or 
until they have absorbed all the liquid 
and are soaked through and through. 
Kaise carefully on a pancake turner 
and lay in sizzling hot butter, and 
brown on both sides. 


Eggs en Caisse—Take two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and mix with four 
tablespoonfuls of stale bread crumbs, 
one tablespoonful of chopped fparBley, 
saltspoonful of salt and two shakes of 
black pepper. 
Butter small paper 
cases or pate pans, spread in a layer of 
the above mixture, break an egg into 
each case, cover it with bread crumbs; 
put the cases on a baking plate and set 
in the oven four or five minutes. 


Rhubarb Meringue -Pour boiling 
water over three cupfuls of chopped 
rhubarb, drain off the rhubarb after 
four or five minutes, and mix with the 
rhubarb one and one half cupfuls of 
sugar, the beaten yolks of two eggs, a 
tablespoonful of butter and one and 
one-half of flour, moistening the whole 
with one-third cupful of water. 
Bake 
in a pudding dish and cover with a 
meringue of the whites of the eggs and 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar, browning 
slightly in the oven. 


Potato Flummery 
Boil six medium­ 
sized potatoes in along-handled sauce­ 
pan for half an hour. 
Drain and set 
for a moment on a hot part of the 
range; then add a teaspoonful of salt, 
and, grasping the handfe of the pan 
firmly, shake and toss until the pota­ 
toes look white and floury. 
Add one- 
half cup hot milk, a tablespoonful of 
butter, and whip briskly. 
Lastly, add 
beaten whites of two eggs; beat again, 
and bake delicately brown in ft hot 
oven, piled in an open dish, 


FISH WITH A RESERVOIR» 


When Ho Lands a Queer Mollusk Fire* a 
Volley in II is Face, 


The queerest of all queer-eyed ani­ 
mals has now been found, 
it is the 
Periophthalmus, a fish inhabiting the 
coasts of China, Japan, India, the 
Malayan 
Archipelago 
and 
Eastern 
Africa. 


This strango creature, when in pur­ 
suit of its prey, leaves the sea and 
comes out on the sands, thus existing 
for the greater portion of its life in an 
element which, according to the nature 
of things, ought to be fatal to it. 
The 
laws of evolution have, however, emi­ 
nently prepared it for its peculiar 
mode of life. 
Its gill cavities are so 
large that when it abandons the sea it 
carries in them a quantity of water 
which yields up the necessary supply 
of oxygen. 


Its locomotion has been provided for 
likewise, for continued use along cer­ 
tain lines has so developed its pectoral 
fins that the creature uses them as legs, 
and jumps along at a surprising rate of 
speed. 
Its eyes are very large and 
prominent, and 
possess, for 
a fish, 
the peculiar faculty of looking around 
on all sides; hence its name Perioph­ 
thalmus. 
These eyes are situated on 
top of the animal’s head, and p resen t a 
very grotesque appearance. 


The favorite food of this fish, says 
the Medical Record, is a naked mol- 
lusk called Onchidium. 
And, in the 
matter of eyes, this last-mentioned 
creature is itself worthy of remark. 


Its cephalic or head eyes are like 
those other mollusks, and not worthy 
of special mention. 
But its dorsal 
eyes, sometimes several hundred in 
number, are truly remarkable. 
TheBe 
dorsal eyes, although they are very 
simple in structure, in type are the 
same as those of vertebrate animals, 
having corneae, lenses, retinae and 
“blind spots. ” 
In the vertebrate eye 
the spot where the optic nerve pierces 
the external layer of the retina is sight­ 
less; hence it is called the “blind 
spot.” 


When this mollusk sees the Perioph­ 
thalmus bounding over the sands it 
contracts a thousand or so of little 
bladder-like cells in the skin of its 
back, thereby discharging a hail storm 
of minute concretiongjn the face of its 
enemy! 


The fish, terrified_and amazed by 
the volley, turns aside, and the mol­ 
lusk is saved. 
Thus its dorsal eyes 
are of great advantage to the Onchidi­ 
um. 
It is not. able, like the Perioph­ 
thalmus, to move these eyes, yet, situ­ 
ated as they are all over its back, it 
possesses the power of seeing in every 
direction.—New York Journal 


Different Niunes of Waves. 


They have curiously different names 
for waves about the coast of Great 
Britain. 
The Peterhead folk call tho 
large breakers that fall with a crash 
on the beach by the grim name “ Norr- 
awa (Norway) carpenters.” 
On the 
low Lincolnshire coast, as on the 
southwestern Atlantic fronting shore 
of these islands, the grandly long un­ 
broken waves are known as “rollers.” 
Among East Anglians a heavy surf, 
tumbling in with an offshore wind, or 
in a calm, is called by the expressive 
name of a “slog;” while awell-marked 
swell, rolling in independently of any 
blowing, is called a “ home.” 
“There 
♦ is no wind,” a Suffolk fisherman will 
say, “but a nasty home on the beach.” 
Suffolk men also speak of the “ bark” 
of the surf, and a sea covered with 
foam is spoken of as “feather white.” 
The foam itself is known as “spoon 
drift.” 
So, in the vernacular, we have 
it: 
“The sea was all a feather white 
with spoon drift.”—New York Marino 
Journal. 


A Curious Occupation,

economy, at least, of America, is dis­ 
covered in the following advertisement, 
wliich appeared in the 
Blackpool 
Times, an English newspaper, in the 
last days of 1896: 
“Young man, of

in tho New Year* at any house in 
Blackpool between 12 and 9 a. m., at 
two shillings each without refresh­ 
ment.” 
The explanation of this cryp­ 
tic notice lies, it seems, in a local su­ 
perstition that the first visitor to a 
house in the new year, if he happens 
to be of a dark complexion, brings it 
good luck.

WOMEN AS FARMERS, 


Tlirco C u ltu re d Illin o is G irls Successful 


in A griculture* 


From time to time, says the Wash­ 
ington Pathfinder, we hear of the suc­ 
cesses of energetic women in many 
callings that until recent years woro in 
tho exclusive possession of men. 
A 
short time ago we published some ac­ 
count of a young Minnesota woman 
who ha i made money out of farming. 
Before that we had heard of *the Cali­ 
fornia girl who located a $23,000 silver 
mine. 


But so far there have been compara­ 
tively few instances of well-educated 
young women deliberately starting out 
in life to make a business of farming. 
We notice, therefore, with great inter­ 
est in a recent issue of a Chicago daily 
paper tho account of three young wo­ 
men of Illinois who have demonstrated 
that agriculture may be both a profit­ 
able and an enjoyable business for the 
“gentler sex,” and also that women 
need not lose their taste for the finer 
things of life in this humble employ­ 
ment. 
Their farms, which aggregate 
42*20 acres, were inherited from their 
father, John D. Gillett, a well-known 
man in Illinois, who owned 11,000 
acres in Logan County at the time oi 
his death, nine years ago. 
The young 
women are 
practical agriculturists, 
having picked up much of their knowl­ 
edge going over the farms with then 
father, and yet they are finely educate 
ed, speak French, and have a taste for 
art, literature and music. 
They de­ 
voted their entire time to the farms for 
the first few years after they assumed 
the management, and now the land 
yields twice as much as it did at tlit 
time of their father’s death. 
Corn is 
their principal product, and the aver* 
age yield is sixty bushels an acre. 
They have drained a lake of •liH) acre? 
by digging a ditch a mile and a hali 
long. 


The farms are divided into small 
sections, which are tilled by tenants, 
with whom they divide the crops. 
These women ride thirty and forty 
miles a day on their tours of inspec­ 
tion, which ai’e not at stated times, so 
the tenants have no way of knowing 
when they are coming. 
Miss Nina 
Gillett savs there is no work she 
would prefer to farming, and thinks a 
woman who has a knowledge of the 
subject and some experience is just as 
good a farmer as a man. 
Miss Amy is 
quite as much in love with the business, 
and while they believe in all the 
science which can be applied to agri­ 
culture, they rarely indulge in experi­ 
ments, but trust to the “Agricultural 
Experiment Stations” 
to 
enlighten 
them as to what may or may not be done 
with land. 
Experience has taught 
them that agents were not a success, 
as they very soon began to trade on the 
supposed incapacity of women as busi­ 
ness managers and tried to deceive 
them by charging for work which was 
never done. 


Stooped S h o u ld ers of th e Young;. 


In this day and generation, when 
the minds of children and youth are 
crammed with various kinds of knowl­ 
edge, obtained at the public schools, 
it is not surprisin that their bodies 
suffer in consequence. 
Not only does 
the right shoulder become lower than 
the other, from the weight of books 
carried by the right arm, but the 
shoulders droop. In many cases shoul­ 
der braces are tried as a remedy, tor­ 
turing the wearer without affecting any 
improvement. 
The reason for this lies 
in the fact that the use of braces does 
not in any way remove the cause. 
When one has for years assumed a 
stooped position, the bones and mus­ 
cles become so adapted to it that it is 
hard to change the habit. 
Nothing 
but the utmost tigilance will enable 
the student to overcome the habit oi 
sitting with bowed shoulders. 
But 
stooped shoulders in many cases can­ 
not be attributed to study. 
The de­ 
formity may be caused by ¡sleeping on 
high Jpillows, 
As eight hours out of 
twenty-four are spent in sleep, it is es­ 
sential that the position assumed when 
sleeping should be a correct one. Let 
one who is round-shouldered try sleep­ 
ing without a pillow. At first the want 
of it will be felt, but after a few weeks 
sleeping in this way, one cannot sleep 
comfortably with one. 
This should be 
proof enough that the muscles of the 
nqrek and 
shoulders 
are becoming 
straightened.—New York Ledger. 


TJie Eyes of th e Eagle* 


That the eagle has a most wonderful 
power of vision is shown from the fact 
that it flies in almost a straight line 
for any object which it desires to secure. 
Baby eagles also possess this far-sight­ 
edness. 
Long before human eyes can 
discern them, their gaze is fixed on 
distance, and their cries of welcome to 
their parents are shrill and continuous. 
The structure of their eyes makes them 
peculiarly strong. 
The brightest glare 
of sunlight does not affect them. Eagles 
do not fly as high in the air as some 
other birds, but their flight is very 
long and steady, 
A peculiarity about 
eagles is that they are constant to their 
mates, not changing every season, as 
most birds do. 
Sometimes the same 
pair of eagles will return to the same 
nest year after year. 
They seem to 
become acquainted with the locality, 
and, if they are not disturbed, are 
regular tenants.

committee of the National Silver Re- 
publican party, which met in executive 
session in Chicago on Tuesday last. 
Besides the committeemen of the vari- 
ous states represented, over a hundred 
silver Republicans were present from 
all parts of the country. The States 
represented were: 


Alabama, Arkansas, California, Col- 


orado, Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, Pennsylvania, South Dakota,Utah, 
Washington, Wisconsin, Wyoming and 
West Virginia. 


The meeting was called to order by 


ex-Congressman Charles A. Towne, of 
Minnesota. 


Resolutions were adopted declaring, 


"That the Silver Republican party of 
the United States favors the immediate 
establishment of bimetallism by the in 
depended action of the United States 
through the free coinage of both silver 
and gold at the ration of 16 to i, and 
the clothing of both metals equally 
with every attribute of full money, with 
the right to every debtor to choose 
which coin shall be the basis of pay- 
ment. 


"That the achievement of this great 


object is deemed by us of paramount 
political importance, and shall form 
the controlling motive of our political 
action until it is accomplished." 


Stricken in a Fir.ld. 


James Kcever, of near Littlcstown, was 


stricken with palsy on Friday while out 
in his field working corn,f rom the effects 
of which bo died on Tuesday night. He 
was about 07 years of age, and leaves a 
wife and several children. 


One of the laws which might be im- 


proved upon is that which requires that 
the bodies of inmates of county alms- 
houses, at their death, shall be shipped 
to one of the medical colleges for the 
purpose of dissection. 
The law is 


rather peculiarly framed. It requires 
as above stated, that the body of an 
inmate shall be shipped to a medical 
college unless it is claimed by some 
relative, or unless the person has ar- 
ranged dunng his or her lifetime for 
its burial which can only be done by 
making written statement and securing 
some reliable person to become bonds- 
man that the burial shall be no expense 
to the county. 


On the other hand the body of a 


stranger must be buried here. 
Any 


old tramp, for instance, who dies here 
must be buried here. Thus it turns 
out that many oi our unfortunate are 
shipped away while even an old bum 
is given a decent burial here. We do 
not know when thfe law passed, our at- 
tention not being called to it. We are 
told that occasionally an inmate broods 
over this matter until it becomes a very 
haunting ghost. To them it is some 
thing terrible; much more so than to 
those people who believe the body to 
be merely clay. The law might be 
amended to this extent at least, that 
all who make written requests of the 
directors or steward in their lifetime 
shall receive a decent burial at the ex- 
pense ot the county. 
We are surely 


not so poor that we cannot bury the 
dead. 
This slight change would re- 


lieve the situation very much.

brated her 80th birthbay anniversary on 
Tuesday, in a private manner. A few of 
her relatives were present, and she re- 
ceived some fine presents.

We are 
told that occasionally an inmate broods 
over this matter until it becomes a very 
haunting ghost. 
To them it is some 
thing terrible; much more so than to 
those people who believe the body to 
be merely clay. 
The law might be 
amended to this extent at least, that 
all who make written requests of the 
directors or steward in their lifetime 
shall receive a decent burial at the ex­ 
pense ot the county. 
We are surely 
not so poor that we cannot bury the 
dead. 
This slight change would re­ 
lieve the situation very much.

Secrets of G irls’ H earts. 


Letters were recently sent out from 
Stanford University to seven hundred 
girls attending public schools, asking 
them to answer the question: “What 
person of whom you have heard or read 
would you most like to resemble., and 
why?” 
In a remarkably large number 
of oases the answers revealed a desire 
to resemble some great man rather 
than a famous woman, and an impres­ 
sive majority of the writers expressed 
the desire to be strong and brave 
rather than to possess the qualities 
generally regarded as peculiarly and 
properly feminine.

Co-education is 
undoubtedly greatly accelerating this 
consummation.—Argonaut. 


F ashions in Gloves. 


Fashion has changed more 
than 
usual as regards gloves the last year, 
owing to the change that has been 
made in sleeves. 
It is quite impossi­ 
ble, now that the sleeves come so far 
down over the hands and fit so tight 
about the wrist, to wear long gloves, 
and the mousquetaires which have 
been in favor so long are uncomfort­ 
able and bulky with almost all the new 
gowns and jackets that have the new 
sleeves. 
One-button gloves cannot be 
said’ to have met with universal ap­ 
proval, but are occasionally worn. The 
length, however, is equal to that of a 
two-button glove. 
Two buttons this 
season have quite superseded the three 
and four, but they are also longer than 
two-button gloves were formerly made. 
Heavy kid and dog skin are generally 
used for them as they are, as a rule, 
street gloves. 
For summer wear there 
is one style of white suede made on 
the same lines, and a heavy white 
glace kid with heavy stitching is also 
worn with wash gowns. 


White glace, two, three, and even 
four-button heavily stitched gloves are 
yet in favor for smart occasions—call­ 
ing, receptions, etc. 
These gloves can 
only be worn once without looking 
soiled, particularly if worn with dark 
gowns 01* wraps—even the utmost cir­ 
cumspection when wearing them does 
not seem to be of much avail. 
In con­ 
sequence many women prefer the black 
suede, which certainly are more econ­ 
omical, and yet are knot so effective.— 
New York Journal. 


Organelle*, Ltswns and Muslins. 


To the uninitiated there is little dif­ 
ference in the several sheer fabrics, 
but a trained eye can easily discern 
what there is. 
Plain white frocks of 
the thinnest materials, with trimmings 
of lace and embroidery, and hand- 
sewing, still hold their own at the head 
of the list as the prettiest frocks a girl 
can wear, and do not require to be 
made up over silk to look smarter than 
any other costume; but they cannot be 
classed among the inexpensive ones, 
The daintiest of stitches, the finest of 
lace and embroidery, show to the best 
possible advantage on the thin lawns 
and organdies, and as they launder 
well they will last a longtime. 
Bands 
of insertion around the bottom of the 
skirt or down each seam is a style of 
trimming which is prettier than the 
ruffles edged with lace, which have a 
tendency to detract from the height; 
of course, on a tall child they are 
preferable for that very reason. 
The 
waists are made either to wear with a 
guimpe, or are finished with a yoke 
that has the same effect, and ruffles are 
put on over the shoulders, either in 
bertha or fichu style. These ruffles are 
tucked in minute tucks, and are edged 
with narrow Valenciennes lace. {Some­ 
times the entire waist is made of entre- 
deux of lace insertion and tucks, is cut 
blouse fashion and has no bertha or 
fichu, only ruffles over the tops of the 
sleeves, and is worn with a ribbon col­ 
lar and sash. 


Dotted muslin, made up with lace- 
edged ruffles, and worn over a colored 
silk slip, is fashionable this year. 
It 
is always a pretty and effective ma­ 
terial, but requires to be of quite a 
fine quality, as the coarser varieties 
and the large dots are always connect­ 
ed in one’s mind with dressing tables 
and window curtains. 


Flowered muslins are now used for 
children’s frocks, and the flowered 
jmtterns are the favorites, 
Oddly 
enough, the gray and white and the 
tan and white look very juvenile and 
effective when . made up simply and 
worn over a bright color or with gay 
ribbons; these have guimpes or lace 
yokes and as many ruffles as are be­ 
coming. They are useful frocks in one 
respect, that they do not soil easy, and 


even wlien they are crumpled and tum­ 
bled, can always be pressed and made 
to look like new.—Harper's Bnzar.

TAXATION OF ALIENS, 


Tho Pouusylvttula I^aw to Tako KfToot 
^ 
on July I,

Harrlsburg. June IG.—Governor Hast- 
ings yesterday slgnd the Campbell bill 
Imposing a tax of 3 cents a day on all 
employed 
unnaturalized 
foreifjners. 
The tax is to be deducted from the 
wages of this claas, beginning July 1 
next 
The bill will put about $1,000,000 
a year Into the treasuries of the vari- 
ou» counties of the state. 
One half 
goes to the school fund, on the basis 
of the number of schools, and the bal- 
ance for the general expenses of the 
counties. 
This proposition was 
first, 
introduced In the house by Mr. Camp- 
bell, of Fayette, In 1889, and he has 
since been working to have It become 
a law. 


Tho gnvernor returned to the houre 
without his approval a bill making It 
lawful to erect and maintain 
fencts 
constructed In whole or in part 
oi 
wire along public roads and betwctm 
adjoining lands. His objection to the 
measure Is that it is indefinite in Its 
descripi ion of tho 
character of 
the 
fence and inadequate in all Its pro- 
visions. The executive also states that 
the bill Would likely lead to great con- 
fusion in the fence lavv's and cauac 
much expensive litigation. 


Tho house was thrown into a state 
of great excitement last night by Mr. 
Connoll, of Lackawanna, 
moving 
to 
discharge tho v/ays and means com- 
mittee from further consideration oi 
the 
I311SS horizontal 
tax 
bill. 
The 
speaker ruled the motion out of order, 
whereupon Mr. Connell moved to sus- 
pend the rules. Mr. Scott, of Philadel- 
phia, called for a division of the ques- 
tion and the motion to suspend was 
defeated by 39 yeas to lOG nays. 


The house killed the bicycle bill by 
63 yeas to 70 nays. The measure levied 
a tax of $1 a year on pleasure carnages, 
tricycles and 
bicycles 
not 
equipped 
wlth-pneumatlc tires, and ?3 on traction 
engines. The money was to have been 
applied for road purposes. Mr, Bald- 
win, of Delaware, who had the bill In 
charge, said It would .produce between 
1600,000 and $700.000 revenue annually.

powder and swan shot, exploded. 


No one was Injured by the explQ- 
slon. A man In the crowd, suspected 
ae the prime mover, was arrested, 
He 
gave his name as Gallet, and made 
only the briefest replies to questions 
put to him by the police. Gallet said 
that he had no occupation, but resided 
at Levallols-Perret, 
The police 
are 
making a thorough search of his lodg- 
Ings. He Is believed to be insane, for 
he shouted as the carriage passed along 
BO loudly as to attract general atten- 
tion in the crowd. The police have also 
made another arrest, in this case a 
youth, but It is thought probable that

thicket. 


The horses attached to M. Faure's 
carriage reared wildly at the explos- 
ion, but were whipped on by Mont- 
Jarrefs vigorous ^ arm. Rousteaux, the 
detective who Is always with the presi- 
dent, rushed forward and grappled with 
a man, but was Immediately set upon 
by a half dozen persons In the crowd, 
probably accomplices of the would-bo 
assasHln.

Those have been Cecil Rhodes 
and Barnett Isaacs, more often and 
less respectfully styled Barney. 
Bar- 
nato was an assumed name, a sort of 
stage name, -for he began his life In 
South Africa by exhibiting a trick don- 
key some 25 years ago. 
He was then 
about 20 years of age. 


Barnato was an English Jew, and 
illustrated In an extraordinary way the 
financial genius of his race. Up to the 
point where his fortunes began to de- 
cline he made money by leaps and 
bounds, and in 18^5, when his good 
fortune was at Its zenith. It was esti-

that 
he 
controlled 
Interests 
worth in the neighborhood of £100,- 
ObO.OOO. It was the fashion to call him 
the richest man in the world. At that 
time he was virtually the king of the 
London money market. 


SUGAR SCHEDULE COMPLETED. 


Anti-Trust Amendmoiit Defeated and 
Throe Othor« Preaentod. 


Washington, 
June 
16.—The 
senate 
made a great stride forward yesterday 
by completing the consideration of tho 
sugar schedule of the tariff bill, except 
the provision relating to Hawaii, which 
went over. 
This schedule has been 
the storm center of the entire bill, and 
with It disposed of there is better pros- 
pect for speedy action on the bill as a 
whole. 
As agreed to, the 
schedule 
places on sugar not above No. 
, 
Dutch standard. 1 cent per pound and 
.03 of a cent, for every degree above 
75; and on sugars above No. 16 Dutch 
standard 1.95 cents per pound. But on 
sugar testing below 78 degrees by the 
polarlscope .1 cent per pound shall be 
deducted. The other provisions of the 
schedule relate to maple sugar, maple 
syrup, candy, etc. 


Only one yea and nay vote waa taken 
during the day, on the amendment of 
Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, to make 
the rate 1.8 cent per pound on sugar 
above No. IG Dut'-h standard.

Says the San Francisco Ai'gonaut: 
On the arrival of the last two steamers 
froRi the Hawaiian Islands, we observe 
» that the customs insjjectors have de- 
sti-oyed all the leis, or flower wreaths, 
wjiich tourists are iu the habit of 
bringing here. 
It is an excellent idea. 
The plants fz'om the islands are infest- 
ed with the red wax scale, an insect 
pest M'hich ¡S much to be apprehended 
particularly in a State like this, de- 
voted to horticulture. 
The sentimen- 
tal ideas of travelers may be inter- 
ferred with by destroying these flower 
wreaths, which are presented to them 
by their friends when they sail from 
Honolulu; but the horticultural inter- 
ests of the State are of more import- 
ance than travelers' sentiment. 
It be- 
hooves the United States authorities 
to be careful concerning the admission 
of the fauna and-flora of other coun- 
tries to our ports. 
When man begins 
to interfere with nature, he sometimes 
plays havoc. 
Five or six years ago a 
traveling Floridian brought home from 
Central America a pretty water plant. 
Its growth in its new environment was 
simply marvelous, and in the last two 
yeoi'S the authorities have had to spend 
thousands of dollars in cutting it away 
from the rivers, M^here it had made 
navigation impossible.

tal English colonist who, thinking of 
the bunnies of his childhood's home, 
imported a few rabbits into Australia, 
little thought that in the course of less 
than a generation they would increase 
to millions and almost destroy tho use- 
ful vegetation of a vast country.

Sponge Biscuit—Cut stale 
sponge 
cake into strips tAvo inches Avide and 
one inch square; place on pan in hot 
oven and broAvn quickly. Serve Avarm. 


French Soup—Take two eggs, one 
teaspoonful fiour and one-half cupful 
milk and beat together. 
Pour sloAvly 
through a small sieve into a quart of 
boiling, seasoned broth; 
add a little 
chopped parsley and serve. 


Spoon Crullers—Two tablespoonfuls 
each of shortening, sugar and milk, 
tAvo eggs Avell beaten, one teaspoonful 
of baking poAvder and just flour enough 
to roll out. 
Fry in hot lard like 
doughnuts; cut in any shape desired. 


Bice a la Pologne—Chop finely one 
onion and fry in four ounces of butter; 
add half a pound of boiled rice (salted 
in the boiling), seasoned Avith a salt- 
spoonful of pepper and four ounces of 
shredded ham. 
Fry all together until 
hot. 


German Toast—Beat four eggs to a 
froth; add four tablespoonfuls of milk 
and lay in the mixtures five slices of 
stale bread; let them lie an hour, or 
until they have absorbed all the liquid 
and are soaked through and through. 
Kaise carefully on a pancake turner 
and lay in sizzling hot butter, and 
brown on both sides. 


Eggs 
en Caisse—Take two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and mix with four 
tablespoonfuls of stale bread crumbs, 
one tablespoonful of chopped 'parsley, 
saltspoonful of salt and tAvo shakes of 
black pepper. 
Butter small 
paper 
cases or pato pans, spread in a layer of 
the above mixture, break an egg into 
each case, cover it with bread crumbs; 
put the cases on a baking plate and set 
in the oven four or five minutes. 


Khubarb Meringue -Pour 
boiling 
water over three cupfuls of chopped 
rhubarb, drain ofl' the rhubarb after 
four or five minutes, and mix with the 
rhubarb one and one half cupfuls of 
sugar, the beaten yolks of two eggs, a 
tablespoonful of butter and one and 
one-half of flour, moistening the \vhole 
with one-third cupful of Avater. 
Bake 
in a pudding dish and cover with a 
meringue of the whites of the eggs and 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar, browning 
slightly in the oven. 


Potato Flummery 
Boil six medium- 
sized potatoes in along-handled sauce- 
pan for half an hour. 
Drain and set 
for a moment on a hot part of the 
range; then add a teaspoonful of salt, 
and, grasping the handfe of the pan 
firmly, shake and toss until the pota- 
toes look white and floury. Add one- 
half cup hot milk, a tablespoonful of 
butter, and whip briskly. 
Lastly, add 
beaten whites of tAvo eggs; beat again,

FISH WITH A 
RESERVOIR, 


"When He LniiilR a Qucrr Mollusk Firct A 
VoUoy in His ruco. 


The queerest of all queer-eyed ani- 
mals has 
UOAV been found. 
It is the 
Periophthahnus, a fish inhabiting the 
coasts of China, 
Japan, 
India, 
the 
Malayan 
Archipelago 
and 
Eastern 
Africa, 


This strange creature, Avhen in pur- 
suit of its prey, leaves tho sea and 
comes out on the sands, thus existing 
for the greater portion of its life in an 
element which, according to the nature 
of things, ought to be fatal to it. 
The 
laAvs of eA'olutiou have, hoAvevcr, emi- 
nently prepared it for its peculiar 
mode of life. 
Its gill cavities are so 
large that Avhcn it abandons the sea it 
carries in them a quantity of Avater 
which yields up the necessai-y supplj^- 
of oxygen. 


Its locomotion has lieen provided for 
lil iew'ise, for continued use along cer- 
tain hues has so developed its pectoral 
fins that the creattire uses them as legs, 
and jumps along at a surprising rate of 
speed. 
Its eyes are very large and 
prominent, and 
possess, for 
a fish, 
the peculiar faculty of looking around 
on all sides; hence its name Perioph- 
thalmus. 
These eyes are situated on 
top of the animal's head, and in-esent a 
very gi'otesque appearance. 


The favorite ft)od of this fish, says 
the Medical 
Record, is a naked mol- 
lusk called Onchidium. 
And, in the 
matter of eyes, 
this 
last-mentioned 
creature is itself Avorthy of remark. 


Its cephalic or head eyes are like 
those other mollusks, and not worthy 
of special mention. 
But its dorsal 
eyes, sometimes several hundred in 
number, are truly remarkable. 
These 
dorsal eyes, although they are 
xery 
simple in structure, in type are the 
same as those of A^ertebrate animals, 
having corneae, lenses, 
retinae and 
"blind spots." 
In the vertebrate eye 
the spot where the optic nerve pierces 
the external layer of the retina is sight- 
less; hence it is called the 
''blind 
spot." 


When this mollusk sees the Perioph- 
thalmus bounding over the sands it 
contracts a thousand or so of little 
bladder-like cells in the skin of its 
back, thereby discharging a hail storm 
of minute concretiongjn the face of its 
enemy! 


The fish, terrifiecL.and amazed by 
the A'olley, turns aside, and the mol- 
lusk is saved. 
Thus its dorsal eyes 
are of great advantage to the Onchidi- 
um, 
It is not. able, like the Perioph- 
thalmus, to move these eyes, yet, situ* 
ated as they are all over its back, it 
possesses the poAver of seeing in every 
direction.—New York Journal 


Different NHIUCS of "Waves. 


They have curiously different names 
for Avaves about the coast of Great 
Britain. 
The Peterhead folk call tho 
large breakers that fall Avith a crash 
on the beach hy the grim name '*Norr- 
awa (Norway) carpenters." 
On the 
low Lincolnshire 
coast, as on the 
southAvestern Atlantic fronting shore 
of these islands, the grandly long un- 
broken waves are knoAvn as **rollers." 
Among East Anglians a heavy sui-f, 
tumbling in with an oiTshore Avind, or 
in a calm, is called by the expressive 
name of a "slog;" Avhile aAvell-marked 


SAvell, rolling in independently of any 
blowing, is called a "home." 
''There 
is no wind," a Sufiolk fisherman will 
say, "but a nasty home on the beach.*' 
Suffolk men also speak of the "bark" 
of the surf, and a sea covered with 
foam is spoken of as "feather white." 
The foam itself is knoAvn as "spoon 
drift." 
So, in the vernacular, we have 
it: 
"The sea Avas all a feather Avhite 
with spoon drift."—New York Marino 
Journal.

Thirty-two States were represented 
at the first meeting of the provisional 
committee of the National Silver Re- 
publican party, which met in executive 
session in Chicago on Tuesday last. 
Besides the committeemen of the vari- 
ous stales represented, over a hundred 
silver Republicans were present irom 
all parts of the country. 
The States 
represented weret 


Alabama, Arkansas, California, Col- 
orado, Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Ort- 
gon, Pennsylvania, South Dakota,Utah, 
Washington, Wisconsin, Wyoming and 
West Virginia. 


The meeting was called to order by 
cx-Congrefismau Charles A. Towne, of 
Mmnesoia. 


Resolutions were adopted declaring, 
«That the Silver Republican party of 
the United States favors the immediate 
establishment of bimetallism by the in 
dependeet action of the United Slates 
through the free coinage of both silver 
and gold at the ration of 16 to i, and 
the clothing of both metals equally 
with every attribute of full money, with 
the right to every debtor to choose 
which coin shall be the basis of pay- 
ment. 


«That the achievement of this great 
object is deemed by us of paramount 
political importance, and shall form 
the contrnlling motive of our political 
action until it is accomplished.'' 


One of the laws which might be im- 
proved upon is that which requires that 
the bodies of inmates of county alms- 
houses, at their death, shall be shipped 
to one of the medical colleges for the 
purpose of dissection. 
The law is 
rather peculiarly framed. 
It requires 
as above stated, that the body of an 
inmate shall be shipped to a medical 
college unless it is claimed by some 
relative, or unless the person has ar- 
ranged during his or her lifetime for 
its burial which can only be done by 
making written statement and securing 
some reliable person to become bonds- 
man that the burial shall be no expense 
• to the county. 


On the other hand the body of a 
stranger must be buried here. 
Any 
old tramp, for instance, who dies here 
must be buried here. 
Thus it turns 
out that many ot our unfortunate are 
shipped away while even an old bum 
is given a decent bujial here. 
We do 
not know when this law passed, our at- 
tention not being called to it. 
We are 
told that occasionally an inmate broods 
over this matter until it becomes a very 
haunting ghost. 
To them it is some 
thing terrible; much more so than to 
those people who believe the body to 
be merely clay. 
The law might be 
amended to this extent at least, that 
all who make written requests of the 
directors or steward in their lifetime 
shall receive a decent burial at the ex- 
pense ot the county. 
We arc surely 
not so poor that we cannot bury the 
dead. 
This slight change would re- 
lieve the situation very much. 


The direct inheritance tax is again 
before the state legislature. 
A bill 
was passed some weeks ago but the 
supreme court declared it uocoustitu- 
tional in that it did not tax all estates 
and was made retroactive. 
The new 
bill which is now attempted to be 
"railroaded,'* eliminated these features 
and it is said that it will raise two 
millions 
additional 
revenue 
to be 
sciuandered and stolen. 
If it becomes 
a law the estate of every man will 
have to pay a tax to the Slate. 
It 
ought not to become a law. 
It taxes a 
man's thrift and his providence for his 
family. 
It encourages prodigality and 
will give rise to all sorts of tricks and 
devices to deleat the payment to the 
State. 


In Austria a Jaw has just been pass- 
ed making it a punishable offense for 
parents to lake young children into 
bed with them. 
This arbitrary inter- 
ference with "the liberty of the subject" 
has been rendered necessary by the 
large number 
of deaths of infants 
through being overlaid, the annual av- 
erage having been for some time past 
as much as four thousand. 
In England 
where no such Jaw prevails, tne average 
IS even still larger, possibly in conse- 
quence oi the exieiifaive insurance of 
one kind and another on infant life.

They seem to have made a 
good trade when they took tbe Gov- 
ernment's offer and sold out. 
Instead 
of being pani)ers they are among the 
Nation's richest people, and if they 
are successful in getting tbe additional 
amounts that they are asking they may 
bave it within their means to make 
great advances in civilization. 


Tbe fears of many, when tbe terri- 
tory Avas opened to the settlers, that 
there woiild be frequent outbreaks of 
the Indians aud consequent scaljiings 
bave not been realized. 
The Indians 
having sold their lauds to the whites 
seem to have made up their minds that 
they are on honor to behave themselves 
aud they do so. 
They keep on their 
reservations and 
any wrong doings 
that nre reported are usually of the 
harmless order. 


It is plain that they are taking on 
tbe customs of the whites, and some 
Kansans who went down to the terri- 
tory to fleece the poor redskin at one 
of tbe pay days, taking -with them 
about S300, had to send home for 
money to pay return fare. 
They made 
up tbeir minds that tbe Indian is not 
quite such an unsophisticated individ- 
ual as bef is purported to be in the 
Images of iTeuimore Cooper,

themsehvs of is the habit of begging.

The total number of freedmen on the 
rolls was over 4500, and eaeh share 
was Avorth $188.74. 
The payment was 
made by family, and on account of the 
tang'-led relationship of a race that was 
80 lately slaves, the making of tbe 
rolls proved to be a tremendous task. 
Tbe identification of tbe members of 
the families was no less onerous, for 


ury, on which the interest is $400,000 
a year. 
This is paid every three 
mouths and it amounts then to $54 for 
each man, 
women and child in the 
tribe. 
Of the $400,000 one-tenth is 
set aside for education and the chil- 
dren are all sent to school. 
They go 
to Catbolic boarding schools and are 
not allowed to get the apportionment if 
they are not in school. 
Tbe Indians, 
too, have a large amount of rent from 
their laud, which they lease to tbe 
cattlemen for cash. 


Frequently the leading men go East 
on a visit and travel in Pullman cars, 
as do other 
luxurious 
Westerners. 
They take tbeir families to Europe and 
have for their servants white men and 
women Avbo are tempted by tbe i^rince- 
ly wages to forget that they are the 
superior race. 
"^Iiile fullbloods wear 
in the council chamber, and sometimes 
on the street, the full robes of tbe In- 
dian warrior, for the most part they 
are dressed in the ordinary fashion of 
tbe whites. 
One of the 
M'ealtbiest 
men, who by the way has twelve chil- 
dren, lives in a house that is tbe equal 
of any city residence, having cost §10,- 
000. 
It has all tbe irnprovements of 
plumbing and beating and is as 'com- 
fortable as could be desired. 


The Osage nation is ruled by a coun- 
cil of fourteen 
members which 
is 
chosen once in tM'o years and which is 
in continuous session. It meets when- 
ever there is anything for it to do. The 
present council wants to draw from 
the fund in tbe national treasury a 
sum equal to 3G00 for each member of 
the tribe and spend it in beautifying 
the lands of the nation, in building 
roads and in erectingpublic buildings. 
They promise that the money shall be 
used to good advantage, but it is 
doubtful if it will be allowed.

Fashion has changed 
more 
than 
usual as regards gloves the last year, 
owing to the change that has been 
made in sleeves.
